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This is a decision on the Petition Under C.F.R. § 1.181 To Withdraw Erroneous Holding Of 
Abandonment, received in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on June 5, 

2003. 



The petition is DISMISSED. Any request for reconsideration of this decision, or as explained 
below, filing a petition seeking revival under 37 CFR § 1.

— according to § 1 .137(d) — be accompanied by a terminal disclaimer with 
disclaimer fee.

The Commissioner may require additional 
information where there is a question whether the delay was unintentional;
